Yet all that 
Government appears to have done was to 
transmit the resolution forwarded by. the 
Chamber of Commerce’ to the officials in 
Downing Street at whose tender mercy the 
tradal interest of the Colony must be content 
to rest and await the pleasure of the gods'of 


‘the Colonial Office before even a reply, is 


vouchsafed to the community by whose capi- 
tal and enterprise the Colony is tun for high- 
salaried-officials who thtive on a depreciated 
dollar “by reason of the famous xchange 
Compensation Scheme foisted upon’ the 


‘taxpayers with the acquiescence of our inve- 


tebrate Unoflicials. Lest further time be lost 
we. would commend to the consideration: of 
our so-called representatives on the legisla- 
live assembly whether, of all questions, the.
